THE WIND TESTED IT. 


A Tornado Swoops Down Upon Chicago 
with Terrific Force, 


THE DEMOCRATIC WIGWAM DAMAGED. 


Several Dwellings Demolished and 
Several Lives Lost. 


TALL CHIMNEYS FALTER AND FALL, 


And Telephone and Telegraph Wires 
Twisted in a Tangled Mass—Streots 
Full of Debris. 


Chicago, June 13.—This city was visited 
this afternoon by one of the most severe 
storms known here for years. It lasted 
only .a short time, but during that time 
one person is known to have been killed, 
many painfully injured and much damage 
done to property. 

The great wigwam on the lake front, in 
which the democratic national convention 
is to be held next week, was badly wrecked. 
For three days intensely hot weather has 
prevailed in this city. About 3 o’clock 
this afternoon heavy clouds began to 
gather, and half an hour later the g kness 
was so intense that electric and _ lights 
had to be called into use in ~ and 
stores down town. | 

A few minutes later a * 
down upon the city from 4 
accompanied by terrific thu) 
ning and torrents of rain / 
the west division of the ¢ fees were 
broken down, awnings torn v. / and win- 
dows shattered. Several buildings in the 
course of erection were partially wrecked. 

A brick cottage at 1836 Whipple street 
was demolished, and two-year-old Emma 
Klima killed instantly, and another child 
badly injured. In the district between 
Twenty-second and Thirty-second ttreets, 
east of the river, a great deal of minor 
damage was done. The telegraph, tele- 
phone and electric light systems were com- 
pletely demoralized for a time. Large 
chimneys on two or three ntanufacturing 
establishments were wreckqd and some 
houses struck by lightning and badly dam- 
aged. Portions of the roofs of several 
buildings on State street, between Twenty- 
third and Thirtietf streets, were torn off. 

Late this evening a number of additional 
casualties were reported to the police. Several 
men working on new buildings were badly hurt 
by being blown from scaffoldings or struck by 
flying debris. The life-saving station reports 
that three men, seen in a row boat some dis- 
tance from the shore before the storm, must 
have been lost. After the storm had passed 
no trace of them could be seen in any direction. 
At midnight two persons are known to have 
been killed and six others fatally injured. 


RECEPION TO REDMOND. 


The Irish Patriot Presented with Addresses 
in New York. 


New York, June 13.—The Hoffman 
house was crowded with representative 
Irishmen tonight.

An Undertaker’s Trust. 

Topeka, Kan., June 13.—A jury in the 
district court has brought in a verdict for 
$5,000 against the Kansas Undertakers 
Associaton in favor of J. M. Knight, of 
this city. Their articles of agreement 
bind members of the association not to 
purchase from any wholesale establishment 
which sells to undertakers not in the asso- 
ciation. Knight attempted to starb § an 
undertaker’s establishment here. No com- 
pany would sell him a hearse, and he 
brought suit against the “association for 
$10,000. In establishing his case, Knight 
proved that an undertaker in this town 
charged $1,500 for burying a corpse, where 
the actual expense was not over $80. The 
United States attorney will institute pro- 
ceedings to dissolve the association under 
the permanent trust law.

HAVE QUIETED DOWN 


Peace Reigns Once More at Guthrie, 
Oklahoma. 


PROMPT ACTION OF THE WHITE MEN 


In Disarming the Excited Negroes 


Did the Work, 


AND A RACE WAR IS AVERTED, 


But Negro Domination in Oklahoma Is 
at an End—The Prisoner Carried Of 
toa Kansas Jail. 


Guthrie, O. T., June 13.—At,1 o’clock 
this morning Folice Officers Lester and 
Kitchen, with one or two citizens, ordered 
a. lot of negroes, stationed on a corner 
next to the jail, te move on. Several 
offered resistance, but the officers used 
their clubs’ effectually. Several decent 
negroes, excited by recent race disturb- 
ances, jumped on boxes and made speeches 
to the excited crowds. Two or three shots 
were fired. A big, burly negro, named 
Perkins, yelled: “Hang the editor of The 
News!” There was a disposition to act 
upon the suggestion, but the whites defied 
them to do it. Sheriff Hixon and his 
deputies rushed in and quelled the dis- 
turbance, and the excited people were 
dispersed. The editor of The News walked 
down Oklahoma avenue between two of- 
ficers, at 2 o’clock, seemingly secure. A 
company to patrol the city was organized, 
and is under the leadership of good men. 
Groups of negroes stand on every corner, 
with the manifest intention to take the 
city if necessary. Reeves Bros.’ place, on 
Second street, is the rendezvous of the 
committee, and the place is crowded with 
fathers and! husbands, republicans and 
democrats alike, who take the stand that 
negro reign is at an end in Oklahoma. 
The city is alive with armed men, ready 
to fight to the death, if need be. E. P. 
McCabe, a negro ex-auditor of Kansas, is 
held responsible for the crimes being com- 
mitted, and violence is feared. He cannot 
be found.

The story of the 
other assault that was supposed ot have 
been made by Anthony Lawson, for which 
the latter was said to have been killed by 
a mob, is untrue. Lawson attempted to 
break into Guyken’s house, but was driven 
away. There is nothing to show he con- 
templated any further crime. A commit- 
tee of vigilants has been formed and di- 
vided into three companies each to do du- 
ty eight hours daily, and together with the 
officers will be able to preserve the peace. 
Given Up the Chase.

The Origin of Decoration Day. 

Editor Constitution--Enclosed are th2 trite 
historical facts in regerd to who frst origi- 
nated the idea of decorating the soldiers’ 
graves. Miss Lizzie Rutherford, secretary of 
the’ Soldiers’ Aid Society, of Columbus, Ga., 
during the war of 1861-65, was the one first 
to suggest the.idea of decorating the soldiers’ 
graves. She, in company with Miss Anna 
Holleman, of Augusta, Ga.; Miss Anna Ben- 
nett, Mrs. Jane Ware Martin and Miss Anna 
Tyler, of Columbus, Ga., just aft»: Wilson’s 
rsid in 1865, went to the «emetery, placod 
flowers .n th- graves of thei: soldier friands 
who had died in the ‘Ladies’ hospital.” 


| While near a mound containing six federal 


soldiers, Miss Lizzie said: ‘‘Ladies, I wish 
the ladfes of Columbus would forin a society 
to select and set apart one day of the year to 
do as the Germans I have just read of. On 
one of the saints’ days they decorate their 
soldiers’ graves. I will, as secretary, have to 
call the Soldiers’ Aid Society together to de- 
cide what to do with the hospital property. 
I shall offer this resolution: “That we change 
the name of the Soldiers’ Aid Society to the 
Ladies’ Memorial Society of Columbus, Ga.; 
that we select a day and set apart one day of 
the year to pay tribute to the memory of the 
noble soldiers by decorating their grayes with 
our prettiest flowers.’ ”’ 

During Miss Lizzie’s absence—called to 
Montgomery, Ala., by the illness of one of 
her family—the society met. Some one she had 
spoken to, offered the resolution, and it was 
carried; the name of the old aid society was 
changed to the Ladies’ Memorial Association 
of Columbus, Ga., electing new officers as 
follows: Mrs. Robert Carter, president; Mrs. 
Robert Ware, first vice president; Mrs. J. 
W. McAllister, second vice president: Mrs. M. 
A. Patten, third yice president; Mrs. Mary 
Ann Williams, secretary; Mrs. Charles Dex- 
ter, treasurer. Mrs. Mary Ann Williams, as 
secretary, was authorized by the society to 
write to all of the ladies’. aid societies 
throughout the south to unite with the memo- 
rial society of Columbus, Ga. This custom 
was established in Columbus, Ga., April 26th, 
1866, the memorial association selecting 
Colonel James M. Ramsey, First regiment 
of Georgia volunteers, as orator of the day. 
Miss Lizzie Rutherford was not selfish enough 
to claim the honor of originating the idea of 
paying tribute to our brave soldiers. She 
wanted to share the honor with her co-work- 
ers of the old ‘‘Soldiers’ Aid Society.’’ Since 
it has been claimed for Mrs. Mary Ann Wil- 
liams that she first suggested the idea of Dec- 
oration Day, and that she, out of her ample 
means, established hospitals from Atlanta 
to Virginia, I feel I must correct these state- 
ments, as I can substantiate what I say of 
these facts by many members of the old “Sol- 
diers’ Aid Society’’ of Columbus. 

Mrs. Mary Ann Williams, like most of we 
southern women, did not have left means to 
establish hospitals. Your informer can ex- 
plain what she did establish. She was ap- 
pointed by the legislature of Georgta, in 
1865-66, one of five trustees to establish a 
lottery for the benefit of the Confederate Or- 
~ seoa Home. She received a salary of $2,000,

Indispensable Attentions to Lettuce. 
To serve a fine head of lettuce with its ten- 


rel; u 
securely and swing gently; get them as dry as 
possible, even if you have to absorb the moist- 
ure of each separately with a soft cloth. 

It is easy to ‘‘crisp’’ lettuce, if one but knows 
how, and the difference is great in appearance 
and taste. Hold the head of lettuce by the 
root and dip it into a deep pan nearly full 
of very cold water; dip several times, then 
shake well'and dry as directed; pick off the 
large outer leaves, disearding all not perfect, 
and leaving the heart intact; fold in a soft, 
light towel very loosely and set in the icebox 
until needed. Stale and wilted lettuce should 
no more be eaten than cold soup. 

To dress a lettuce salad, certain ingredients 
and certain conditions are absolutely essen- 
tial to have it good. First arrange the leaves 
carelessly in a salad bowl, large enough to ad- 
mit of turning them over and about; on top 
lay a handful of seasoning herbs. In purchas- 
ing a salad fork and~ n, I trust you have 
not permitted yourself. to beguiled by 
artistic inventions in gilver, but that you have 
invested in the simplest procurable wood, with- 
out carving. 

For dressing, the erdinary vinegar of com- 
merce cannot be depended on; it is usually too 
strong. The very best acid to take its place 
is. the juice of lemons. White wine vinegar 
comes next. But lemon juice is the most sim- 
e and delicate acid nature provides to dress 

er green leafage in salad. 

Do not purchase a ready-ground pepper at 
the grocer’s. Grind your oWn peppercorns— 
the: white tellicherry is best— in a plain little 
wooden mill that you turn by hand, and that 
costs a few dimes; grind only a small quantity 
at a_ time. Troublesome, you think? MY 
friend, unless you are willing to take some 
troubl® don’t attempt a salad. Put in a saucer 
a saltspoon of salt, a. sprinkle of the fragrant 
white pepper, and enough lemon juice -to dis- 
solve the salt, and mix with the pepper. Hav- 
ing cut the herbs frto bits and scattered 
them over the lettuce, sprinkle with the mix- 
ture and toss the salad well, until the seasoned 
lemon and the shredded herbs are thoroughly 
distributed. Then add as much olive oir as 
you like and lightly toss the leaves again until 
the oil is distributed equally. 

A dressing that can be prepared beforehand 
and poured over the lettuce mediately upon 
serving is made as follows: 

Mash the yolk of a well-boiled egg—by well- 
boiled I mean one that has been boiled ten 
to fifteen minutes, thrown into cold water 
and shelled after thoroughly cooling—with 
half a teaspoonful of made mustard, a pinch 
of salt, a few tablespoonfuls of alive oil, and 
lemon juice to make it sufficiently acid. Cut 
the white into bits and sprinkle over the let- 
tuce, and pour the dressing over, mixing ve 
lightly. It is quite impossible to give definite 
quantities exactly; tastes differ as regards 
condiments. 


It Takes Two to Make a Mayonnaise. 


Chicken salad is not perfect without a 
mayonnaise dressing, neitlrer is lobster, nor, 
in fact, any of the heavier salads. Tomatoes 
are delicious when sliced, after having been on 
in some time, with a mayonnaise, but as a 
rule this rich sauce should be reserved for 
fish*and meat salads. A distinction should be 
made between green leaf salad and_~ those 
containing meats: the former need only oil 
and acid, while the latter may have a thick, 
strong, spiced dressing. 

There are reasons why so few amateurs 
succeed with a mayonnaise; Leng 4 will not use 
enough olive oll, or they pour it too rapidly 
on the egg. : 

Arrange if you can to have some one who 
is not hurried pour the oil—or rather drop it— 
directly as you stir.. But if you have to do it 
yourself, sit down and arrange a rest for 
your. arm and the bottle, in order that you may 
drop the fluid steadily and slowly with the left 
hand while the right stirs with a regular 
rotary motion, never ceasing for a moment, 
and always in the same direction. The eggs 
should be ‘fresh and cold and the yolks freed 
from every particle of germ and white. Stir 
the egg for a minute before beginning to 
add the oil. Then begin and continue, a drop 
at the time; after using about a gill put in a 
tiny pinch of salt, a spat of mustard and a 
few drops of lemon juice—oné at a time, with 
the left hand, stirring smoothly and without 
cessation with the right. 

Whe2a through you must taste and add sea- 
sonings of lemon, as you think best. Author- 
ities who profess to know what they are 
talking about differ as to the use of dry or 
made mustard; as my aim in writing is to 
make my instruction entirely practical to 
those who read I only tell what I have 
learned from actual experiments. I have 
found it the best to use mixed mustard—that 
which has been first slightly moistened and 
rubbed smooth with a little acid and then 
sufficient acid added to make it the consist- 
ency of a thick. smooth custard. Added thus 
to the mayonnaise it is far less likely to cur- 
die it. If by ill luck sueh a calamity over- 
takes you set as€de the bowl, begin with a 
fresh egg and oil, in a clean dish, and add 
the curdled sauce. by degrees to the new—it 
will come out all right. 

This mayonnaise may be made into a red 
snuce by the addition of the pounded coral 
of a lobster, and should be in this form to 
complete the serving of a lobster salad. 

You sometimes see salad receipts calling 
for tarragon vinegar. To make this, simply 
put a branch of tarragon in a wide-mouthed 
glass jar, fill the jar with vinegar and let it 
soak; it is preferable to using the tarragon 
itself in dressing salads. 

The Latin Touch. 


An addition made by gotrmands, which 
finds favor with all the Latin races, is the 
touch of garlic, imparted in the most delicate 
imaginable way. Cut a small crust of bread 
about an inch square and rub the pungent 
garlic all over it, then put this crust, called 
a chapon, into the bowl and in tossing and 
turning the leaves, each receives its slight 
aromatic flavor. Sydney Smith, in his cel- 
ebrated recipe for a perfect salad, says: 

‘‘Let onion atoms lurk within the bowl, 

And, scarce suspected, animate the whole.” 

That same bon vivant also recommends a 
magic spoonful of anchovy sauce. 

Water cress, endives, chicory, 
dandelion salads are prepared as 
for lettuce. 

Asparagus tips, string beans, 
Jerusalem artichokes and okra 
cooled thoroughly, carefully cut, 
with French dressing.

A delicious early spring salad is of equal: 


quantities of cress, pepper-graes and chervil, 
well picked and washed, drained and dressed 
exactly as lettuce. These grasses can all be 
grown under glass. 

Some scald tomatoes before slicing; this is 
wrong; it ruins the color and destroys the 
quality. Peel the pretty crimson “love apples’”’ 
with a sharp knif@ even if it does take more 
time and trouble. Set them on the ice until 
very cold, then slice quite thick, and pour 
the dressing over, Igaving out one tablespoon- 
ful of oil and adding more vinegar; tarragon 
is an improvement. 

The Convenenti Potato Salad. 

Cold potato salad is often an abomination. 

Freshly boiled sage sagen cooled partially 
should be sliced into the salad bowl, season 
with French dressing and eaten a little warm. 
It should be garnished abundantly with finely- 
chopped herbs. EMMA I. M’LAGAN.

No Straddling. 

Referring to the desperate efforts of the 
republican convention to straddle the sil- 
ver question, The Richmond Dispatch 
suggests that the democratic convention 
ought to avoid that sort of a muddle, and 
we heartily second that suggestion. If 
the party proposes to ignore the demands 
of the farmers and the west in order to 
cater to the alleged views of voters in the 
east let that fact be clearly understood.

The Cotton Outlook. 


The Financial Chronicle of Saturday 
has an extended riview of the cotton 
acreage, stand and condition, up to date, 
and its conclusions, because of the care 
used in considering all the circumstances, 
will command the confidence of operators 
and cannot be without its effect in mold- 
ing the public opinion which tnakes the 
market. 

At the outset The Chronicle makes the 
assertion that “acreage figures in recent 
years have no*doubt been somewhat lir- 
ger than any authority has estimated 
them.” Considerable pains are taken to 
show that this is true—an underteking 
somewhat difficult in the absence of esti- 
mates other and more reliable than those 
which have beéh given to the public in 
the past, but one which everthaless up- 
pears to have the truth behind ‘t; for as 
The Chronicle editor says, nature .raisss 
the estimate when the: crop cume to be 
counted. “The criticism is simply a protest 
which nature makes, and consequently 
cannot be discredited.” While the acre- 
age estimate of the agricultural bureau 
for the last three years has been respec 
tively 19,500,000, 20,000,000, 19,500,000 
acres, the actual yield has been 7,313,726, 
8,655,518 and 9,000,000 bales, ‘Che Chron- 
icle maintgins with reason that the yield

mistakes, that journal has multiplied its’) 


correspondents throughout the south, hop- 
ing to get reports whose average will be 
nearer the fact. 

Upon these more numerous roports, it 
makes the review of the cotton atreage 
and stand for 1802, and comes 1% a con- 
clusion that the acreage is reduced 1188 
per cent below that of last year, and that 
taking the plant of 1891 to have been 
20,779,205 acres, that of 1892 ts 18,310,- 
414. This estimate for the whole acreage 
is based upon estimates for the ttates 
as follows:

In reaching this conclusion The Chron- 
icle does not attain anything like mnathe- 
matical certainty. On the ertrary it 
refers to “general conditions which have 
been instrumental in compelling a radical 
contraction in the acres planted. Those 
conditions do not need to be restated, for 
they are so well known and so widely 
acknowledged. But the attempt to ac 
quaint one’s self with and express by 
percentages exact deductions ic a very 
different affair. There is scarcely @ covn- 
ty in the south from which any industri- 
ous inquirer will not obtain very dissim- 
ilar if not contradictory reports.” 

Judging by the estimates fur Georgia, 
The Chronicle’s idea of she decrease in 
acreage is a conservative one. In tbis 
state the crop was in the ground by 
the first of May, and at that time 
the commissioner of agriculture, upon Tre- 
ports from 1,000 correspondents, estimat- 
ed the decrease of acreage in GeoFZtr at 
20 per cent. The United States weather 
bureau, which furnishes the figures for the 
agricultural department, estimates, upon 
reports from 300 correspondents In Geor- 
gia, that the cotton acreage has decreased 
12 to 15 per cent. If we strike an average 
between the state commissioner’s esti- 
mate, and that of the United States 
weather bureau for Georgia, we have a 
compromise estimate of 17 per cent Ge 
crease; so we see that The Chronicle's es- 
timate, so far as Georgia is concerned, is 
about a third lower than the estimate 
from two official bureaus which cover 
the state very thoroughly. As evidence 
of the accuracy of the state report, based 
on answers from local correspondents, .1t 
may be anentioned that this was tested 
in the case of fertilizers by the ..ay re- 
port, where the number of tags issued was 
found to correspond almost exactly wth 
the number of tons reported soic. So, 
on the whole, there are strong indications 
that the state agricultural departinent’s 
estimate of 20 per cent dJccrease in the 
acreage is nearer the truth tan The 
Chronicle's estimate of 8 per cent. Judg:- 
ing from what is in sight then, the general 
estimate of that journal *is under 1ather 
than over the correct figures. 

The large decrease in the sales of fer- 
tilizers suggests the question, will the 
yield be as low in proportion as the acre- 
age? In several states east of the Missis- 
sippi the falling off in fertilizer sales is 
reported as great as 50 per cent, and in 
all it is considerable. The Chronicte’s 
information is that this deficit of plant 
food is only in part supplied by the use 
of home-made composts and manures. 
The condition of the plant does not ap- 
pear at this time to differ very greatly 
from an average, but in many cases the 
crop has not been planted more than 
five weeks, and the plant is just begin- 
ning to make a show. In the face of all 
the facts, no one has the temerity to dis- 
pute the general proposition that the 
growing crop will be smaller than that 
of last year, and*the question is only 
one of the amount of shortage, which all 
admit will be very large. 

A feature of The Chronicle’s review 
which is worthy of special attention is 
the statement that the increase in last 
year’s cotton crop was largely from those 
sections which were inundated the year 
before. That is to say, the Mississippi 
in a measure performs the office of the 
Nile in fertilizing the lowlands with its 
periodical overflow, which,if it Llights the 
prospect of the year, increases the pro- 
duct of another. This is of 2special inter- 
est now, while the recent overfiow m the 
Mississippi valley is fresh in the public 
mind, and it may be well to stick a pin in 
the map along the flood line and leave it 
there till next year. 


The Gambling Speculator. 

A business man in New York has 
recently told the story of his bucket shop 
experience, and, as the speculative gam- 
bling he describes differs from the op- 
tions of the big stock exchanges only in 
degree, it will be of interest, while the 
Hatch bill is pending, to present some of 
the facts stated in his narrative. 

This New Yorker started out two rears 
ago to beat the bucket shops. He saw 
men with their thousands on the stock 
exchange make money, and he thought 
that he could succeed with his hundreds 
in the bucket shops. He started out with 
a good business, and wound up with no 
business and no money. 

The young speculator stydied the quo- 
tations of the stock exchange, and made 
his first venture in a small way. He 
pocketed $10 profit, and then bought niwre 
stock. This time his margin was wiped 
out. He learned that he eeuld protect 
his stock with a remargin. So he tried 
that precaution, and often made meney, 
but in*the long run he lost moro. 

He found himself paying less attention 
to his business. His speculations absorb- 
ed his thoughts. New schemes for beat- 
ing the bucket shop occupied his mind, 
and his losses continued. Of this period 
in his life he says: : 

{ could not afford to lose so much money, 
and my business was suffering because of my 
absence and loss of interest in it. I felt that 
I ought to quit speculating at once, but I still 
believed that my experience would tell in the 
eat and the losses be made g Then I be- 
gan to think and talk of luck. I noticed how 
pins lay on the sidewalk and picked up those 
with the point toward me; that meant good 
luck. If the first white horse I saw in the 
morning as I came down town was going 
toward the ferry it was my lucky day. A 
black cat at my door or showing friendliness 


for me would bring good luck. If any 
had impressed me on a day when I made 


money, tb was tovever afterward te my mind 


thing to do, I can neither buy nor sell stocks 
now because I have no money, and I would not 
if I could. 

In conclusion the writer declares that 
the small bucket shop speculator never 
quits until his last dollar is gone. He 
is under a spell—a curse—and when he 
finally collapses he rarely ever pulls him- 
self together and gets on his feet again. 
Nine times out of ten he becomes an 
utter wreck or commits suicide. 

Here we have an everyday story, and 
after reading it the thoughtful citizen 
will wonder why the reformers who take 
such an active interest in suppressing lot- 
teries and ordinary gambling houses are 
apparently unwilling to interfere with 
this most destructive evil of American 
business life.

Senator Colquitt on Protection, 
From The Jackson, Miss., Patriot. 

Senator Colquitt, of Georgia, one of the few 
honest and able Christian gentlemen in pub- 
lic life, discusses the Harrison administra- 
tion in The North American Review for 
June. As a matter of course it is impossible 
to allude to the political events of the past 
four years without referring to that mon- 
strous legislative iniquity, the McKinley tariff, 
which is, both morally and economically, a 
blot upon the American name. It is an im- 
peachment of our intelligence and integrity. 
Every clause of it is darkened by selfishness 
and dishonesty. It sought to reduce the 
revenue by raising duties which foster trusts 
and combinations and create monopolies. 

Senator Colquitt shows that even in its 
reciprocity features, which are an acknowl- 
edged concession to free trade, favoritism is 
“displayed by its promoters and advocates. 
They are designed to create a market for our 
manufactured goods, which are to displace so 
much of our agricultural products. At least 
75 per cent of our exports go to Burope, while 
not 5 per cent go to South America. Over 50 
per cent find a market in Great Britain, 
chiefly products of agriculture. Our coffee 
from Brazil is mostly paid for in wheat and 
cotton that is sold in London. Reciprocity of 
this kind is intended to encourage trade with 
South America and discourage trade with 
Europe; to assist our manufacturers in dis- 
posing of their wares to the south of ua and 
to lessen the opportunities of our farmers to 
sell their wares to the east of us. Our 
farmers want the best market for their wheat 
and cotton, with the privilege of cheap manu- 
factured goods—it is denied them. Manu- 
facturers desire the best market for their 
goods and cheap agricultural products in re- 
turn—it is accorded them. 

“Our manufacturers contend for cheap 
freights, subsidized fleets, and free trade with 
South America. They have their way; re- 
ciprocity is for them. Our farmers would 
like the same privileges in Great Britain and 
all Europe that manufacturers seck in Brazil 
and other South American countries, but they 
can’t get it. . 

“Free trade for our manufacturers in South 
America is reciprocity, and all right; recipro- 
city for our farmers in Europe would be free 
trade, and, of course, is. all wrong.” 

We do not know where we have seen the 
policy of favoritism for our manufacturers, 
and of hostility to our agriculture, which is 
disguised in the present scheme of recipro- 
city with the Central and South American 
states, whose exchangeable commodities are 
wholly products of the soil, better stated. As 
in most other legislation our farmers get the 
worst of it. All the favoritism is for 
manufacturers.

NEW YORK, June1$3—This morning Liverpool. was 
decidedly better than had been expected, the merket 
there really showing a decline of but 1-64d from Sat- 
urday’s figures, notwithstanding the discouraging and 
dépressing advices cabled from this side that day, our 
friends attributing the steadiness of that market to the 
prospective good trade demand which is looked for- 
ward to, Manchester reports reading somewhat better 
than they have in the recent past, which seems to bear 
this expectation out, while here an inquiry for spot 
cotton is an evidence of the fact, though the business 
done in spots is of course facilitated by a desire on the 
part of holders, owing to the approach of summer, to 
reduce their holdings, and in meeting the market sales 
are more readily effected than they were. In fact, the 
basis of these sales is by no means as good as it was 
six weeks back. The price of spot now more nearly 
approximates the price of contracts than has been the 
case during the past season. Here the first prices were 
at an advance of 2@3 points. This, however, was al- 
most immediately lost when it became apparent that 
there was considerable cotton for sale, the bulk of the 
offerings and selling coming from houses representing 
a Wall street interest. Reports from the south, out- 
side of the overflowed districts are generally favora- 
ble. It begins to look, however, as if the quantity of 
cotton lost by the high waters is somewhat in excess of 
what was generally expected some time ago, and it 
would seem as if this matter will be a factor of some 
importance when it can finally be determined what it 
actually amounts to.

Features ef the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, June 13—The event of today in the wheat 
pit was the covering of a line of 1,000,000 bushels by 
Charley Wright. He has been short this line foracon- 
siderable time, having put out the bulk of it, it was 
supposed, at 82@85c, and not only stood by it on the 
recent bulge to 88c, but added considerably to it. On 
the break today he seems to have concluded that it was 
the proper place to cover, and began to buy in. He 
was joined by Cudahy, Linn and other big shorts. 
Their purchases, all told, are said to have reached over 
6,000,000 bushels today. From a variety of causes the 
first sales were at 1%c from Saturday.

But then 
when the breezes come tripping in after 
nightfall and the katydids commepce to 
sing in the trees, they will find a sufficient 
recompense in the smile of the fair ladies 
and forget the cares of the soldier in the 
gay dance. And the long, cool walks 
about the encampment will no doubt be

Yesterday being the last day for their 
preparations, the boys presented a lively 
appearance, and the atmosphere in ‘their 
neighborhood wes scarcely quiet for a 
single moment during the day.

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Ryan's Secured and Unsecured Credit- 
"ors Come to Terms, 
THE GONTEMPT CASE UNSETTLED. 


Ofthe $170,000 in the Receiver’s Hands 
the Mortgagees Get Half and the 
Creditors Half. 


een 


The Ryan case is setttled so far as the 
fight between the secured and unsecured 
creditors of Stephen A. Ryan are con- 


cerned. 
The settlement is a compromise, and was 


reached yesterday afternoon when Judge 


Marshall Clarke signed an order of court 
carrying out the provisions of the agree- 


ment. 

The agreement is as follows: 

John Ryan and John F. ‘Ryan, holders 
of mortgages on the property of Stephen 
A. Ryan, take half the money in the hands 
of the receiver and obligate themselves to 
pay the amounts due the Atlanta banks by 
Stephen A. Ryan. ‘They also agree to 
pay the mortgage of Eugene Kelly, of New 
York. 

The unsecured creditors agree to take the 
other half of the money in the hands of 
the receiver, and also agree that the title 
to the real estate held by John F’. Ryan, 
which has been contested by the greditors, 
shall be confirmed in John F. Ryans A 
decree of court so confirms the title in Mr. 
Ryan. 

The amount in the hands of the receiver, 
after paying the Claflin mortgage, which 
the court accepted as part of the bid for 
the stock of goods, is about $170,000. For 
half of this, or about $85,000, John Ryan 
and John F. Ryan cafcel their mortgages 
and pay the Atlanta banks and Eugene 
Kelly, while John F. Ryan gets a clear 
title to the real estate which was in contro- 
versy. He had boughteit from his brother, 
but the title had been attacked on the 
ground of fraud and collusion. 

The unsecured creditors get the other 
half, or about $85,000, and will settle 
among themselves how it is to be divided. 
Some of them have claimed that they 
identified their goods in the stock held by 
the receiver, and by law were entitled to 
reclaim their property. 

This disposes of all the assets in the 
hands of the receiver. Now comes the 
question about the assets which Judge 
Gober said ought to be in the hands of the 
receiver. Since the main feature of the 
case has been compromised and the fight 
between secured and unsecured creditors 
is declared off, and the mortgages are out 
of the case, the attention of the court will 
soon center on the assets supposed to be 
missing. This feature of the case, known 
as the contempt feature, has been referred 
to an auditor, Mr. H. C. Peeples. 

As the matter stands now the hearing of 
the case before the auditor bears. on the 
division of the remaining $85,000 between 
numerous unsecured creditors, some of 
them claiming a right to recover the full 
value of identified goods. It is thought 
that this branch of the case may be soon 
disposed of. At any rate it is believed 
that since the main feature of the case is 
out of the way, the contempt case will be 
pressed to an issue by Mr. Ryan’s coun- 
sel. Auditor Peepies has no less a task 
than to decide whether or not Mr. Ryan 
had the $120,000 of assets which Judge 
Gober said he had and must produce. 
Some evidence has been submitted on this 
feature of the case incidentally, while the 
auditor was trying the branch which was 
compromised. Now the whole case that 
was tried before Judge Gober will be 
opened again before the auditor, if the line 
marked out by the supreme court is fol- 
lowed. In a word, Steve Ryan’s second 
trial for liberty will begin. 

The Compromise Quickly Made. 

The negotiations for the settlement were 
short. Three or four days ago Colonel 
Albert Cox made a suggestion to Mr. Jack 
Spalding, and the suggestion resulted in 
the settlement made yesterday. Mr. Jack 
Spalding and Colonel N. J. Hammond 
were the leading attorneys representing 
unsecured creditors in the settlement, 
Jackson & Jackson represented the mort- 
gagees, John and John F. Ryan, and Al- 
bert Cox, Walter R. Brown, and Hopkins 
& Son represented Stephen A. Ryan. 
Nearly all the lawyers in Atlanta are con- 
nected with the case, most of them rep- 
resenting unsecured creditors, whose name 
is legion. 

The result of the settlement is that the 
mortgagees, John and John F.. Ryan, get 
about half the amount of their mortgages, 
after paying the claims they have assumed. 
The unsecured creditors have claims ag- 
gregating about, $600,000, and get so far 
$85,000, which is about 14 per cent. They 
can now fight for more under the contempt 
feature of the case. They were once of- 
fered a compromise of 30 cents on the dol- 
lar all around, including the mortgagees. 
To do as well now they will have to real- 
ize in the contempt case as much as Judge 
Gober says is in it. 

The Costs of Litigation: 

It_is impossible to get an estimate of the 
cost of litigation in this case, but it will 
be enormous. After statng the terms of 
the settlement Mr. Tom Cobb Jackson re- 
marked that the parties to the. compro- 
mise had probably gotten as much as they 
would have received if they had fought it 


out to a finish with the increased cost of- 


litigation. 

As the case now stands, Jackson & 
Jackson are out of it as representatives of 
the mortgagees, but remain as attorneys 
for the receiver, together with Calhoun, 
King & Spalding. -°

Mrs. E. M. Davis Brings Suit Against the 
Atlanta and Chattahoochee Railway Co. — 
The first suit resulting from the acci- 

dent that happened a few days ago was 

filed in the clerk’y offic: yesterday. 

It was the suit of Mrs. Millie Davis 
against the Atlanta and Chattahoochee 
Railroad Company for the death of her hus- 
band, Mr. E. M. Davis, and she claims 
damages in the sum of $25,000. 

The petition recites that on June the 
10th her husband was a passenger on the 
Atlanta and Chattahoochee railroad and 
that just as the engine reached the city 
limits near Kenn street the horrible ac- 
cident occurred. She charges that the en- 
gine was running at the rate of forty miles 
an hour and that when the enginecr 
reached the grade he failed to retard the 
speed of its motion. The car in which her 
husband was seated was just in front of 
the engine, and the force with which the 
locomotive was run the engineer 
caused the unfortunate accident to occur. 
The coach was thrown from the track and 
rolled down the embankment, killing her 
husband instantly. 

She charges that the railroad was negli- 
gent in using an engine along the track 
that was intended for electric cars only, 
and was not graded on a level for the use 
of locomotive engines; also that the engine 
was pushing the cars from the rear in- 
stead of pulling them in the usual manner, 
and that the coaches so pushed were open 
cars intended to be operated only by 
electricity. She furthermore charges that 
the rate of ae in going down the grade 
was forty miles an hour. 

She alleges that her husband at the time 
of his. death was thirty years of age and 
that he was earning at the rate of $2.50 
a day. He left two children to be su 
ported by the plaintiff and she thought 
the amount for which she sued was small 
enough for her great affliction.
